BRAIN WEAR AND RAVAGES IN THE HUMAN

How to prolong, human life is a question’of 
personal interest to every man, ‘and the duty of 
making an attenpt to do so is onc that particu- 
lorly rests with the medical profession, When 
an individual has attained to full development 
-and sound health—say at forty—the expectancy 
of life may be twenty-five.or,thirty years; for the 
individual there are ‘great risks, -but with 
the aggtegate. of mankind such questions 
may ‘be calculated ‘with: business-like accu- 


racy. , There are two great factors which |: 


concern the prolongation of a human life—the
